Windows

E had an uncle once (we still may 

have if he has not “camped” him- 

self to death) who swore that he’d 
never be silly enough to work 2 hobby to 
death—in fact, he thought hobbies effemi- 
nate things, anyway. He’d always listen, 
altho with a secret longing in his heart, 
with his nose stuck high in the air, while 
his business friends raved about their golf 
course or their fishing trips. 

One day while he was walking up Fifth 
Avenue, he paused before a prominent book- 
store, caught with the fascinating window 
display. He gazed hard and long at the 
interesting array of books on camping, and 
finally went inside and bought one. That 
night he sat up late to finish the book. 
Several days passed and he again went to 
the’ bookstore, and bought more literature 

on camping. Well, to make a long story 
short, the fastidious uncle, who thought 
any “country” north, south, east or west 
of New York City uncivilized, fell a vic- 
tim to the open road. He was too proud 
to ask advice of friends, so he got all his 
knowledge from books. Every spring, 
now, he begins to get restless, and his 
friends, like the Arabs, “silently steal 
away” when they see him coming, for they 
know from past experience that when he 
gets on his old camping hobby he never 
knows when to stop. 

It isn’t always easy to make your win- 
dows so alluring that people immediately 
become interested in sports, but it can be 
done. There are lots and lots of people, 





who feel they cannot start anything new 
without reading all the best books on the 
subject, but they certainly will not hurt 
themselves rushing into your store unless 
you put the idea into their heads first. One 
thing to be remembered is, that once you 
start a man on a new hobby, he will not 
be content with one book on the subject. 
So it will be well worth your while to 
make your window displays different—get 
away from the old method of putting 
crinkly crépe paper on the window floor 
and grouping a few books together on the 
same. 

A few displays now and then reminding 
passersby that they will need some light 
reading for vacation time will not go amiss. 
People have a way of thinking that if their 
trunks are filled with new clothes, their 
vacation will surely be a success. It will 
be a good thing to remind these optimistic 
souls of such things as snobbish crowds and 
days of rain. 


Ensuring An Enjoyable Vacation 


John F. Sheehan and Co., Detroit, 
Michigan, had the right idea when they 
saw to it that their display of useful books 
on golfing, fishing, camping, tennis and 
other summer sports and pastimes were 
accompanied by the correct “‘props”—the 
kind of “props” to make one want to 
handle a fishing rod and reel, or a tennis 
racket, or a golf club, or a baseball bat, for 
these articles were placed among the books 
on display. 
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“Books that will make your vacation 
more enjoyable” 
ran a showcard down in front. In addi- 
tion to useful books, there were volumes of 
light fiction for those who wanted to loaf 
good and proper. 


For the Golfer 


Bangerter and Zimmerman, Mankato, 
Minnesota, left budding golfers no excuse 
for playing a bad game, for they showed 
just where to go for the proper books of 
instruction. 

The floor was covered with real moss to 
represent the grassy links. The central fig- 
ure was a miniature “Willys-Knight” auto, 
about three feet long, and equipped in 
every detail. All about the window were 
different golf sticks, golf bags and balls. 
A small wax model of a man stood at the 
right, and in a position to “putt.” Near 
the ball was a book on “How to Putt.” 
Near the center another figure was just 
about to “approach” and a book nearby 
read: “‘How to Approach.” A third fig- 
ure was ready to “drive” and near him was 
a book “How to Drive.” Other books, 
“Chic Evan’s Golf Book,” “Rules of Golf,” 
were laid about on the window floor. 


Learning How to Swim 


Many people find the process of learn- 
ing how to swim a very serious one. It is 
one thing to go out on a tennis court and 
make a few bad plays, and still another to 
get out into real water and forget how to 
move the arms and legs. For this reason 
you will find plenty of people anxious to 
get all the book knowledge on the art of 
swimming, before they venture on to some- 
thing less solid than the piano stool. 

J. K. Gleason, of St. John, N. B., Can- 
ada, combined his stock of books dealing 
with swimming, with rubber caps and 
wings. 

In order to get people to purchase his 
books, he gave away a rubber cap with 
every sale over seventy-five cents. Grouped 
about the window in attractive confusion 
were all sorts of books on swimming and 
diving. The addition of the bathing caps 
and the wings, added just the right touch. 

His window cards put particular stress 
on the fact that every one should learn how 
to swim, and called mother’s attention to 
‘the danger her children were running if 
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she was planning to take them near the 
water for a vacation. 


The Amateur Gardener Appeal 

Every one gets the “plant a garden” 
germ during the warm weather. Some 
people let a little thing like the neighbors’ 
chickens discourage them, but there are 
plenty who yearn for rose-covered arbors 
but don’t know just how to go about get- 
ting them. 

G. L. Davies, of Harrods, Ltd., Lon- 
don, England, came to their aid with a 
charming display, in which garden tools, 
cool arbors and books on “How to Grow 
a Garden” intermingled. 

The background resembled a back fence. 
At the very center rear was a rose-covered 
archway, and stacked in front of this were 
books on gardening. The attractive jackets 
of the books caught the eye immediately. 
At the right was a settee, upon which more 
books were piled. Leaning against one 
side of this were hoes, spades and rakes. At 
the left was a little box hedge and more 
roses climbing over the “fence.” Ona gar- 
den seat at the extreme left were more 
books, while on the floor were such garden 
essentials as hose, trowels, etc. A few more 
books were grouped about on the floor, 
along with two cards calling attention to 
the need of authority when it comes to 
planting a garden. 


Rural Atmosphere 
All set for summer and appealing to lov- 
ers of the outdoors was the display arranged 
by Skinner’s Book Store, Albany, New 
York. They engaged a local artist to 
execute a large scenic panel, with a gilded 
border to suggest a frame. The panel 
showed a typical small boy, sitting beside 
the banks of a stream in the woods, with 
his fishing line and rod all set for a bite. 
All the while, however, he was absorbed 
in what was apparently a fascinating book, 
for a fish was biting good and hard at his 
bait. The panel was captioned: 
“Skinner’s for Outdoor Books.” 
It is this type of display that makes a great 
impression on tourists, especially in a city 
like Albany, which is the gateway to the 
Adirondacks, the Thousand Islands, Mon- 
treal and other pleasure spots.

ists with a huge banner stretched across the 
doorway. 
This read: 


“Canadiana—Guide of City, with 
Maps, 50c.” 
The double window frontage was nicely 
displayed with timely books, maps and 
guides, placed among which were the fol- 
lowing cards: 


“Auto Blue Books, Guides and Maps. 
Visitors welcome to browse undis- 
turbed at their leisure.” 


“Information Bureau for ‘Tourists. 
Postage stamps and a quiet place to 
write a letter.” 


The features announced on the latter show- 
card are winners in any town or city where 
there is a fair volume of tourist trade. 
With swarms of motor tourists invading 
the highways, even the bookseller in the 
small town can cultivate this class of trade. 

There are a few things, such as being 
chased by a mad bull, (or an angry motor 
cycle cop, for that matter) that are worse 
than finding oneself on a strange and lone- 
ly road after dark, with no idea where sup- 
per and bed are coming from. However this 
latter is a predicament that most motor en- 
thusiasts guard against. With beginners 
and know-it-alls, it may be different. They 
need to be prodded in the right direction. 
You can do this by putting in an auto map 
display occasionally. 

Alson Brubaker of Walker Brothers, 
Fargo, North Dakota, knows that a motor 
road map is as necessary for a happy week- 
end motor trip, as an auto rug and thermos 
bottle, so he arranged a clever window as 
a reminder. ; 


Pasted on the wall at the rear was ‘a 
fancy cut-out showing (presumedly) the 
Fargo skyline, and the words: 

“All Roads Lead to Fargo.” 
Radiating out in all directions from this 
cut-out were lines, at the end of which 
were many tiny motor car cut-outs. Pasted 
on the walls were such cards as: 


“For Each State— 
Indexed Pocket Map.” 


“When in Doubt 
use Auto Trails Maps.” 


Leaning against the background were maps 
of the United States and automobile route 
books. 

Advice for motorists, in the form of 
pamphlets and books, were laid flat on the 
window floor, and placed upright by slight- 
ly opening each copy. 





The Country Scene 

The Marshall-Jackson Co., Chicago, 
Illinois, arranged an artistic country scene 
in its window, to go with its road map 
display. The background and sides were 
covered with a painted scene, showing coun- 
try life. There were hills in the distance, 
lovely green trees and tops of houses. 
Across the entire length was built a white 
fence. The rest of the window was laid 
out to represent the countryside. There 
were narrow sand roads upon which were 
toy automobiles; little green boulevards 
and parks upon which dolls were walking. 
Even a wooden well with its old oaken 
bucket was placed at the side of what 
looked to be a country estate. 

Thru the center was a large trellis cov- 
ered with pink flowers. Road maps were 
displayed on the fidor down in front. 
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Conditions in the German Book Trade 
A Study by the Chairman of the German Booksellers’ Association 


S the best organized and most far 

flung book-trade system, facts and 

figures from Germany are always of 
interest, especially since the old system has 
been shaken by the war and there has been 
no recent data as to how far the recovery 
has been made. 

A recent study has been made of condi- 
tions by Dr. Gerhard Menz, who is chair- 
man of the Association of German Book- 
sellers. The figures that he quotes about 
former and present output of books 
show a considerable decrease in publishing 
activity,,:and yet an astonishing recovery 
considering the almost insuperable difficul- 
ties faced. These figures have come to 
this country thru the Department of Com- 
merce at Washington. 


' General Situation. 


The trend is again better in the book 
publishing business and the book-trade of 
Germany. According , to information 
gathered by Dr. Gerhard Menz, chair- 
man of the Association of German Book- 
dealers, (Bérsenverein der Deutschen 
Buchhandler), however, this trade is still 
far below its pre-war proportions. The 
business at home has suffered from the de- 
crease in the buying power of the German 
public, as well as from the higher cost of 
producing books. Foreign markets, which 
were almost lost during the war, are being 
regained slowly. It appears doubtful 
whether some will be of importance for 
years to come. 


Number of Bookstores Increases. 


Statistics compiled by Dr. Menz show 
that the number of bookselling establish- 
ments in Germany have increased in re- 
cent years in spite of the decrease in the 
country’s territory. The following table 
shows by years the number of bookstores 
and the numbers of towns and cities in 
which they were situated:

Representation Abroad Grows Also. 


The establishments distributing German 
books abroad have also become more nu- 
merous in recent years. The number of 
bookstores outside Germany and the num- 
ber of towns and cities in which situated 
are shown by years in the following sta- 
tistics:

Export figures show that the actual 
quantity of German books sent abroad has 
sunk to less than half pre-war proportions. 
The foregoing figures show, however, that 
the foreign business is today more widely 
distributed than before the war. 


Increases Within Classifications. 


The statistics gathered by Dr. Menz 
show an increase in the last ten years in 
establishments in each of the various sub- 
divisions of the book industry and trade, 
except music publishers. There are two 
less of these in Germany, or there were at 
the end of 1923, than in 1913. Retail 
establishments expanded in the same period 
by about 8 per cent. The detailed figures 
follow:

Fewer Books Published. 

Only in 1922, when the book publish- 
ing industry of Germany was making the 
most of cheap costs of production result- 
ing from inflation of the currency did the 
number of books published rise to the 1913 
level. According to Dr. Menz the output 
of separate works has been since 1913 as 
follows:

Character of Book Changes. 


In character of the books published 
several important changes have taken 
place. More works of fiction, art, music, 
theater, and film were published in 1923 
than in 1913. There is apparently in this 
fact support for the idea held in some 
quarters that the German people seek more 
than ever before today relief from daily 
anxieties in interests remote from the ac- 
tual affairs of life. The number of works 
of bibliography and compilations of learn- 
ing have also greatly increased. Publi- 
cations of works of theology, political sci- 
ence and law, science, philosophy, philo- 
logy, history, geography, architecture, agri- 
culture, forestry, and mining—in sum, the 
specialized results of research in the vari- 
ous fields of learning—show a marked fall- 
ing off. It is notable that less than one- 
third the number of books on military sci- 
ence published in 1913 was published in 
1923. The following table shows in detail 
a comparison of the number of books pub- 
lished in each.group in 1913 and ten years 
later:

Neither these figures nor those in pre- 
ceding paragraphs give any information as 
to the actual quantity of books produced. 
In general it is known that fewer but 
larger editions of various works are being 
printed now than formerly. This prac- 
tice is said to make it possible to keep down 
the cost of single copies. The cost of pro- 
duction has been increased by the higher 
cost of paper, amounting to fifty to sixty 
per cent more than pre-war prices, higher 
cost of printing, amounting to ninety to 
one hundred per cent, and higher cost of 
binding, amounting to one hundred thirty 
per cent above prices before the war. 
Despite these factors the prices of books are 
stated to be not .more than 50 per cent 
above pre-war quotations. 


Market Conditions Variable. 


For fiction and some other classes of 
books the market is currently satisfactory. 
Sales are even greater than before the war. 
A large number of current newspapers and 
other journals are recovering from diff- 
culties encountered during the inflation 
period. In general, however, the sale of 
books suffers from the decreased buying 
power of the German people. Dr. Menz 
estimates that the German public has only 
two-thirds or three-fourths of its pre-war 
ability to buy. Books, being not a neces- 
sity, do not find the market they formerly 
did. Despite this situation, the market is 
good for magazines of the American type. 


Exports of Books Decline. 


Abroad the market for German books 
has suffered seriously thru the war. Where- 
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as the 1913 statistics showed exports of 
14,903 metric tons of books, the shipments 
in 1922 were only 11,667 metric tons, and 
they have since declined. to 7,377 tons in 
1922 and only 6,638 tons in 1924. Aus- 
tria, Switzerland, Czech-slovakia, and the 
United States lead among the countries 
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overproduction and consequent ruinous 
competition. The general economic con- 
ditions, he believes, will force the industry 
to limit its energies to production of works 
of superior quality only, as such works will 
have the best chance to find and retain a 
market.

which are today buying German _ books. 
The United States is proportionately a bet- 
ter buyer now than in 1913, taking now 
nearly 10 per cent of the exports as com- 
pared with 6 per cent in 1913. The trade 
with Russia, which amounted to 7 per 
cent of the total in 1913, is now negligible. 

The above table furnishes a compari- 
son of the exports of books to various 
countries in the last two years and in 1913: 

The German dealers regard future pros- 
pects with anxiety. They do not consider 
the recovery of old markets in eastern 
Europe to the pre-war status likely for 
many years, Facing this situation, Dr.

Imports Increase in 1924. 

As a buyer of books from abroad Ger- 
many offers a market now only about one- 
fourth as great as in 1913. In that pre- 
war year Germany imported 5,563 metric 
tons of books, chiefly from German-speak- 
ing countries. Imports in recent years 
have been as follows: 1922, 1790 metric 
tons; 1923, 954 tons; 1924, 1558 tons. 
The increased buying power of the. Ger- 
man mark in foreign countries was doubt- 
less the main reason for the marked in- 
crease of imports from 1923 to 1924. The 
German-speaking countries remain the 
chief source of imported books. Books i 
foreign languages are a small item in t 
trade as a whole.

*“Nobody Reads Poe Any More’”’ 


66 J HOPE,” writes Charles Willis 
Thompson to Heywood Broun in 
the New York World, “your dis- 

covery that people still read Kipling will be 

a lesson to you. The other day somebody 

on the Times made the same mistake about 

him. You literary guys, preoccupied with 
your microscopes and your daily discoveries 
of epoch-making novelists and poets, always 
believe that because you and your friends 
don’t read some author nobody does. When 
all the great geniuses of 1925 are one with 

Niveveh and Tyre, which will probably be 

by about this time next year, people will 

still be annually buying by the thousand 
authors that you all think have been long 
since dead. 

“You probably can’t buy a best seller of 
ten years ago, but you can buy without any 
trouble a Victorian novelist or poet. Once 
in a bookstore I idly asked a salesman if 
anybody ever bought Charles Reade. He 
instantly fetched down several editions of 
Reade, and they were all new editions; 
seems they get out Reade editions every 
little while to satisfy the demand. Depart- 
ment store bookeries are not supposed to 
cater to anything but the most up-to-date 
demand, yet once when I went into one, 
with a sinking expectation, to see if by any 
chance I could get “Tom Jones,’ I found 
half a dozen bookshelves jammed with all of 
Fielding’s stories. The store was in Brook- 
lyn, at that. I did not have the slightest 
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trouble getting Wilkie Collins, tho I would 
probably have a hard time getting a copy 
of the great genius, whoever he was, whom 
you and the other literary guys hailed as 
the creator of a new epoch five years 
agone. 

“Once one of you literary guys wrote a 
surprised and delighted letter to the Times 
about a great discovery he had made. He 
had found in a second-hand bookshop a real 
poet, Ironquill of Kansas, who had written 
in the 1860's, and he proceeded to quote 
this find of his and to lament that such a- 
writer had been forgotten. Next time I 
was in Brentano’s I asked the lady at the 
poetry market if she had ever heard of 
Ironquill, and she languidly ‘reached to the 
nearest shelf and pulled down, what do you 
think?—the sixteenth edition, no less, and 
bearing that year’s date. As this was at 
least a dozen years ago, I suppose Ironquill 
is in his twentieth edition by now, tho. Mr. 
Ware—lIronquill himself—has long been 
dead. 


People are still quoting ‘John and Peter 
and Robert and Paul, God in His wisdom 
created them all,’ but as Lizzie Doten 
wrote it somewhere about 1850 I had an 
idea you would have to hunt up her works 
in some musty old second-hand shop, if you 
could get them at all. So I was somewhat 
surprised when the book department at 
Abraham & Straus’s promptly handed out 
the latest edition of her ‘Poems of Progress’ 
and ‘Poems of the Inner Life,’ brand new 
from the press. Passing Wanamaker’s 
shelves devoted to the drama, my eye was 
caught not by Pinero or Clyde Fitch but 
by Tohn Webster. 

“Don’t worry about how poor old Scott 
and Dickens aren’t read, or Bulwer Lytton. 
You would be better employed in worrying 
about the future of your Michael Arlens 
and Hugh Walpoles and Joseph Herge- 
sheimers and Edith Whartons. I don’t 
mean you specifically, but all the numer- 
ically insignificant crowd of literary guys 
who talk to each other about the books you 
read and haven’t the faintest idea what 
books the whaling big majority of folks 
read; all you people who live by taking in 
each other’s washing. Bliss Carman ex- 
ceeded the limit; he once wept because no- 
body read Poe any more. Poe! Good 
Lord!” oe 
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The Oldest Bookstores in 
New York 


"THE removal of Brentano’s from 5th 
Avenue and 27th Street to their new 
shop at 5th Avenue and 47th Street and 
their announcement that the business was 
started originally by August Brentano in 
1853 has brought up the question what is 
the oldest retail bookstore in New York 
and which one reaches the furthest back 
with the family name without change? 

While the Brentano’s can point with 
pride to a record of seventy-two years, two 
other shops appear to lead them several 
laps. The oldest of all the concerns ap- 
pears to be the house of P. J. Kenedy 
Sons, Catholic booksellers at 44 Barclay 
Street. Their business was founded by the 
grandfather of the present owners, John 
Kenedy, in Baltimore in 1826. The 
business was transferred to New York in 
1838 and since then it has been a fixture 
in the downtown district with but three re- 
movals in eighty-seven years. For thirty- 
eight years alone it occupied the shop at 
11 Barclay Street from which it was 
compelled to move in 1911 to make room 
for the great Woolworth building that 
brought the wreckage of an acre of old 
structures. 

Putnam’s, however, as a general book- 
store has the record for long distance. In 
1840 George Palmer Putnam formed a 
partnership with John Wiley and started 
in publishing and bookselling as Wiley and 
Putnam. When the firm dissolved a few 
years later Putnam carried the business on 
under his own name and it has been con- 
tinued under the family name, management 
and ownership by his sons and grandsons 
to the present time. 

It is interesting in this connection to note 
the names of other retail bookstores in New 
York City that have preserved their iden- 
tities for over fifty years. In 1870 there 
was listed in Dingman’s Booksellers’ Di- 
rectory the names of two hundred and ten 
retail dealers in New York City alone. Of 
all these living concerns fifty years ago only 
nine now exist. ‘These veterans are:

In the American Booktrade Manual, 
1922, the number of booksellers in New 
York City is given as two hundred and 
fifty. Dingman’s Directory rated many 
publishing firms as “booksellers” for the 
reason that they catered to retail trade, 
especially if they were located in street- 
level stores. 


A Stabilized Easter 


F the date of Easter should ever be- 

become stabilized, it probably will be 

the result of initiative of the Church 
rather than of the Chambers of Commerce, 
but the idea is an interesting one, and it 
will be brought up for new discussion at 
the International Chamber of Commerce 
meeting in Brussels June 21st. It has been 
found that the mean date of 100 Easters 
is April 8th, and the suggestion has been 
made that the second Sunday in April be 
chosen for Easter Sunday. There is no 
doubt whatsoever as to the value to busi- 
ness men of such stabilization, as the pres- 
ent variation of five weeks is so great as to 
throw it into completely varying seasons. 


Selling Books in Summer 


PERHAPS one of the most important 

features of selling books in the summer 
is to taboo talk about the heat, either to 
customers or among the staff. Moving 
picture houses and theaters, drug stores, 
etc., are now displaying icy-looking signs 
telling of the cooling temperature of their 
interiors. What is more restful, cooling 
and soothing than buying or looking over 
books? A small sum invested in electric 
fans and a dignified announcement telling 
the public of the attractiveness of the 
shop’s interior, as a respite from the glar- 
ing sun, should not be amiss. Cooled 
bottled water near the door, screen doors 
and other little necessary luxuries can all 
be provided for with the assurance that 


-they are worth all they cost. Along with 


the cool atmosphere unusual cleanliness is 
necessary—sun spotted books—dead flys 
decorating the windows—dust—should not 
be visible.

Enthusiastic Meeting Held At Ottawa 


HE three-day convention of the 

Canadian Booksellers’ and Stationers’ 

Association had satisfactory atten- 
dance and unusually good sessions. Besides 
the business sessions, there was a very suc- 
cessful public meeting. The resolutions 
passed at the business session included: 


1. A recommendation that the Do- 
minion Government abolish sales tax on all 
printed books. 


2. That the Canadian Customs Depart- 
ment should interpret liberally the needs 
of educational institutions in importing 
books for educational purposes. 

3. That the Department of Agricul- 
ture, copyright branch, should furnish the 
president of the Association with a reply to 
the memoranda presented by this Associa- 
tion in March concerning the issuing of 
licenses which give to some one importer 
the exclusive right to import certain books 
into Canada. 

4. That the Department of Education 
be asked to increase the discount on all 
schoolbooks other than the readers and pub- 
lic school arithmetic by 10%, or, in lieu of 
that, to have such books delivered to the 
dealers free of charge. At present, school- 
books are handled at a heavy loss. 


5. Publishers and retailers should not 
permit any discount to libraries to exceed 
20%. 

6. That publishers be asked to include 
the words “Buy from your bookseller” in 
all their advertising. 

7. That all Canadian booksellers be 
urged to maintain full list prices. 

8.. That wholesalers and publishers be 
asked to attach or print at the bottom of 
the invoice full reports on books not sent, 
so that the dealer may have. prompt infor- 
mation as to why orders have not been 
filled. 

The round tables, as at Chicago, were 
a prominent feature of the convention, and 


gave opportunity for discussion of all trade 
problems including cooperative advertising, 
freight rates, schoolbooks, ways to make 
plus sales, cooperative buying, disposing of 
overstock, window dressing, etc. Marion 
Humble of the National Association of 
Book Publishers spoke at the round table 
on “Selling Children’s Books Fifty-Two 
Weeks in the Year.” 

In replying to the Mayor of Ottawa’s 
address of welcome, William Tyrrell, 
bookseller, of Toronto, spoke for coopera- 
tion among booksellers and with the pub- 
lishers. He believed that price-cutting in 
the Canadian market should see its end and 
that the profits should be cut only on re- 
mainders and in the final clearance of over- 
stock, 

One of the notable addresses of the con- 
vention was that of the Honorable Martin 
Burrell, librarian of Parliament, speaking 
at the public meeting on Tuesday night: 

“People need the wisdom,” he said, ‘‘and 
the sanity and calm outlook on life which 
is to be gained from judicious reading. 
I always buy books in towns I visit as the 
best souvenirs of those places, and I also 
believe that for the wedding gift the book 
is the best of selections. Silver plate will 
wear out even before books do.” 

He spoke against censorship. He said 
that a vicious book soon digs its own 
grave. He advised dealers to read book 
reviews constantly and to appreciate their 
great influence in the community. The 
browser in the bookstore, he said, was like 
the fish hooked on a fly. “Give him a little 
more line, pull in carefully and you will . 
finally land him.” 

Mr. Burrell was followed by S. Morgan- 
Powell, dramatic and literary critic of the 
Montreal Star, who gave a scholarly and 
brilliant talk on “Criticism, Publishing and 
Selling.” 
appreciate their responsibility in getting 
books before the community, and, in doing 
this, they needed judgment, discriminati 


He believed booksellers should — 
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and courage. He spoke against publishers’ 
“blurbs” and defined the responsibilities of 
reviewers, deploring the supercilious patron- 
age of many literary reviewers and plead- 
ing for more sympathetic understanding. 
He believed that the Canadian Book Week 
would help get greater recognition for 
Canadian authors, and thus encourage 
those authors who may give Canada its 
national literature. 

The address of the president, A. H. 
Jarvis of Ottawa was, in, brief, as follows: 


“Greater success lies in better service. ° 


That is my keynote. I do not under- 
estimate the success of material profits, but 
I have little patience with booksellers who 
look only to profit. We are engaged in a 
business to be proud of. Let us endeavor 
to make it bigger and better. The older 
generation of booksellers must pass along 
to the younger ones their experience, their 
hopes and their aims. Our Association was 
organized to give aid to brother booksellers. 
After I had been, eight years in the book 
business, I mustered. up courage to attend 
a convention, and I can remember well the 
encouraging word I got from an older 
bookseller which made me return home 
with high resolve. 

“Our new Association is only four years 
old and not yet able to present a long list 
of accomplishments; still, we have a few 
outstanding benefits. Schoolbook prices 
have been made more favorable; new edi- 
tions are not introduced without a year’s 
notice; the sales tax on schoolbooks was 
withdrawn in 1923-24; discounts have been 
raised from 25% and 30% to 33%3% and 
40%; better cooperation between the re- 
tailer and publisher is in evidence. All this 
is due to organized effort. The majority 
of the publishers realize that their pros- 
perity goes hand-in-hand with ours. As 
Mr. Macrae, president of the National 
Association of Book Publishers, said, ‘Pub- 
lishers cannot prophesy prosperity for book- 
sellers and authors without prophesying it 
for themselves.’ ‘The National Association 
of Book Publishers has supplied us with 
smany valuable bookselling helps, and the 
help of their book promotion has been given 
freely to us all. 

. “Children’s books fifteen years ago were 
largely Christmas merchandise. Now the 
parents’ interest has been aroused, and to- 
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day a children’s ro is essential in 
the bookstore. . 

“The past year has seen the inaia 
of the Association of Canadian Bookmen, 


‘and its first secretary is here at our conven- 


tion. This is a matter of great advantage 
to us. 

“In closing, may I urge that we seek a 
higher plane for community service. Make 
your community feel by your inviting stock 
that you are there to serve them. ‘The 
bookstore should be an encyclopaedia of 
information. Try to have the mechanic, 
the electrician, the student, the young 
housekeeper, all come to you for books. 

“Accepting the office of president, I 
looked on it as a privilege as well as an 
honor.. May this year be a better year in 
our service to each other. Success is not 
so much lifting yourself above others as 
lifting others with you.” 

S. B. Watson, of Thomas Nelson & 
Sons, Toronto, and president of the Pub- 
lishers’ Board of ‘Trade was the principal 
speaker of Thursday and his subject was 
“The Future of the Book-Trade.” “The 
publisher,” he said, “the publisher is respon- 
sible for financing and marketing the book 
which bears his imprint whether he manu- 
factures or whether he imports. He must 
protect the market and the author’s rights. 
The bookseller’s profit is not mere .arith- 
metic; it depends on rapid turnover and on 
meeting the element of risk.”

LOOKING THRU THE THREE ROOMS OF THE SHOP 


HE Brown Bookshop was opened 
October 31, 1922, by Nona Brown. 
Miss Brown had no experience in the 
field, and Lancaster was already the home 
of several good bookshops, nevertheless she 
felt there was a need for her kind of book- 
shop, and altho without bookshop or li- 
brary experience she had done much as a 
Red Cross and Community Service worker. 
Miss Brown’s capital was limited, not 
more than two thousand dollars in fact, 
and with this she assembled about 1000 se- 
lected volumes. As a location she chose 
ground floor rooms in a charming old 
house at 33 North Duke St. This loca- 
tion is admirably suited for a bookshop, as 
it is but a step from the main business cen- 
ter and is in the heart of the legal district. 
Here most of the lawyers of Lancaster have 
chambers. Then, too, farther down on 
Duke street, is the public market. Here 
on market days are temptingly arrayed the 
products of the fat farming country of Lan- 
caster. The market is presided over by 
Mennonites chiefly, and on market days is 
crowded with buyers. 


The business has not had a phenomenal 
growth but it has had a steady solid one. 
No hard and fast rule was followed. A 
few important facts have contributed, how- 
ever. Ordinary advertising played relative- 
ly a small part. When the shop was first 
opened, and thereafter at intervals for six 
months, a series of unusual newspaper ads 
were used. These were written by Miss 
Brown primarily to acquaint the people of 
Lancaster with the fact that there was a 
Brown Bookshop. Since that time, how- 
ever, newspaper advertising has had little 
or no part in the business. Bulletins are 
sent out every month and a very large 
mailing list is kept at all times. Every 
person who enters the shop is requested, in 
a way that will not injure sensibilities, to 
leave his name and address so that he may 
be kept in touch with all the activities of 
the shop. Perhaps the most important rule 
of the shop is unfailing courtesy and impec- 
cable service. 

Most of the business is done on a charge 
basis, and Miss Brown feels that this is 
very helpful, as it keeps the shop in closer 
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and more intimate relation with the cus- 
tomer. 

As children’s books are one of the shop’s 
specialities, Children’s Book Week is an 
important event. In preparation, letters 
written in pen and ink are sent out. The 
envelopes are ad- 
dressed also in pen 
and ink and the let- 
ters are mailed with 
a two cent stamp. 
The Brown Book- 
‘shop feels that in 
this way it reaches 
a greater percentage 
of prospective cus- 
tomers than if the 
ordinary mail adver- 
tising matter were 
sent. Great care is 
taken in doing up 
packages. The fame 
of its attractive gift 
parcels has spread 
all over the city and- 
has brought the shop 
many customers. 
Special paper with 
appropriate decora- 
tion is used and 
there is no charge 
for this special service except at Xmas 
when a nominal fee of 10c. is required. 
A card index of every book is kept and 
in this way Miss Brown may tell at any 
time the amount of stock and the titles, 
etc. In addition to this a fairly accurate 
list of what customers have purchased is 
_ kept and as most of the customers use a 
charge this is easily accomplished. 

The house in which the shop is located 
impresses the traveler up Duke street im- 
mediately. It is large and warm and 
friendly looking. Nearly two hundred 
years old, it was formerly the parsonage 
of Trinity Church one of the oldest, if 
not the oldest, churches in Lancaster. A 
large buttonwood tree spreads its branches 
over the roof and affords a cool shade in 
the summer. ‘The house has been com- 
pletely remodeled without destroying any 
of its character. ‘The thickness of the old 
walls keeps it warm in winter and cool in 
summer. As one enters the principal room 
of the shop, one is captivated by the great 
pre-revolutionary fire place, which domi-

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nates the room. Miss Brown says that it 
has helped as much as anything else in mak- 
ing customers and friends. The walls are 
a rough cream plaster while the small- 
paned windows have deep sills. The name, 
The Brown Bookshop, is displayed outside 
on an _ attractive 
wooden sign. 

The front and 
main room is given 
over to. general 
literature; the sec- 
ond one, toward the 
back of the build- 
ing, houses chil- 
dren’s books; while 
the third and last 
room is given over 
to Miss Brown’s 
office, the accounts 
department, ship- 
ping room and large 
stock closets. In 
addition to the book- 
shelves the shop is 
furnished with 
quaint pieces of early 
American furniture 
which is replaced 
from time to time as 
it is sold. The sale 
of early American furniture is one of the 
most important side lines of the shop. An 
occasional exhibition of paintings is also 
held. 

Miss Brown states very frankly that 
fiction outsells everything else in the shop. 
After fiction come children’s books. A 
very complete stock of these is featured, 
composed chiefly of the better class of ju- 
veniles. While there are many beautiful 
and expensive English and American ju- 
veniles, the better class of inexpensive ju- 
veniles is well represented. When the shop 
began, it experimented with making pub- 
licity of several “weeks” as they occurred. : 
This proved to be of little or no value, 
until, today, Children’s Book Week is the 
only one that is celebrated, and it is cele- 
brated with great success. Twice a year, in 
the later part of January and June, the 
shop has a sale. This lasts about a week 
and has proved a necessary and successful 
feature of the year’s activities. During 
the sale charges and deliveries are entirely 
dispensed with. 
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The rental library of the shop. has been 
a success ever since it was started and Miss 
Brown. feels it is a helpful adjunct in the 
sale of. books. A very modest rental fee 
is charged, two cents a day for fiction, with 
proportionately higher rates for other 
classes of books. ‘There are two important 
times in the day when the shop feels the 
pressure of business more than at other 
times, that is in the morning from 11.30 to 
1 and in the late afternoon. 

Every bookshop appears to have its list 
of distinguished patrons and friends and 
the Brown Bookshop is no exception. First 
in importance is Elsie Singmaster who has 
been an enthusiastic friend since the shop’s 
inception. She is the’ chronicler of the 
lives of the rural folk of curious religious 
sects that live in the surrounding country 
and has even included ‘the Brown Book- 
shop, altho not mentioning it by name, in 
one of her stories. Then there is Robert 
Frost who visits in Lancaster; he has had 
a good word to say for the shop. Among 
other distinguished visitors to Lancaster 
who have made friendly calls are John 
Farrar and Major Vivian Gilbert. But 
perhaps a better proof of the shop’s im- 
portance in the life of Lancaster are the 
groups of people who are continually 
dropping in and who make of this almost 
a daily habit. The newspapers of Lan- 
caster have had little articles from time to 
time about the shop and soon it should be 
known to every bookloving citizen in the 
bustling old market town. 


May Best Sellers 


HERE are many important changes 

in the May list of best sellers. “Ar- 

rowsmith” has been removed to third 
place by “The Constant Nymph” which 
had been apparently headed for first ever 
since its publication. Edith Wharton’s 
“The Mother’s Recompense,” altho pub- 
lished only a short time is already in second 
place. “Soundings” dropped off a point 
to fourth place. Ellen Glasgow’s “‘Barren 
Ground,” on the other hand, rose from 
thirteenth place last month, to fifth place 
this month. “The Reckless Lady’ and 
“The Green Hat” took each other’s places, 
“The Green Hat” dropping to seventh 
place while “The Reckless Lady” moved 
up to sixth. The new Oppenheim starts 
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at eighth place while ‘“The..Carolinian” 
dropped from fourth to ninth . place. 
“Mayfair” completes the list at tenth place. 

“Diet: & Health” has been in the list 
of best sellers for four years. It has held 
first place both last month and this. 

A. A. Milne’s “When We Were Very 
Young” pursuing its laughing, dancing, 
way, flitted from third to second place, 
held last month by “The Life of Christ” 
which fell to fifth, Mr. Bok’s “Twice 
Thirty” goes from fifth to fourth, while 
“John Keats” and “Ariel” retain their 
last month’s niches. In number seven Ed- 
gar Guest’s “Poems” has alighted from 
twelfth place of April. Emily Post’s “‘Eti- 
quette” comes back strongly from seven- 
teenth to ninth place with “Modern Use 
of the Bible” falling from ninth to tenth 
place.

A Butler Bibliography 
A BIBLIOGRAPHY of unusual in-

The number of 
pages will run to 200, and will list 50 
items of original works, 77 contributions to 
periodicals, 7 books about Butler, 106 
writings about him, and some letters of his 
to Rev. F. G. Fleary. 

The format of the volume will be 
quarto, and the edition limited to 475 num- 
bered copies. Orders may be filed with the 
office of the Publishers’ Weekly, the Amer- 
ican agents, who will supply copies at $6, 
the English prepublication price, plus cus- 
tom duty. After publication, the price will 
be advanced. As Butler is an author of 
outstanding interest to collectors, this bibli- 
ography will no doubt be quickly sub- 
scribed both here and in England. 





THE FIRST VOLUME of the new edition 
of Stephen Crane will soon be ready for 
delivery by Knopf, and it is interesting both 
because it symbolizes the revival of a 
writer whose name has steadily grown since 
his too early death and because of the great 
care lavished on its manufacture by the 
publishers.

Newbery Medal Award to Be 


Announced 


AL the Seattle Conference of the Ameri- 
can Library Association on July 9th, 
the fourth award of the John Newbery 
Medal will be announced by the Children’s 
Librarians’ Section. The award is made 
by a general committee consisting of the 
Executive Committee and the Book Evalua- 
tion Committee of the Section plus three 
members ‘specially chosen at large from the 
membership, 15 votes in all. The chair- 
man of the Committee this year has been 
Mary §S. Wilkinson of the Hackley Pub- 
lic Library, Muskegon. 

The object of the Medal has been to en- 
courage in this country creative work for 
children, and the author must have pro- 
duced a volume during the previous calen- 
dar year which shall be judged “the most 
distinguished contribution to American 
literature for children during that period.” 
‘The previous awards have gone to Hen- 
drik Van Loon in 1922, Hugh Lofting in 
1923 and Charles Boardman Hawes in 
1924. 


New Book Page in Philadelphia

{TH the fifteenth lecture of the 
course on retail bookselling, the sec- 
ond year of these sessions at the College of 


the City of New York came to an end on . 


June 11th. The evening was given to a 
summary of the year’s studies based on 
the examination paper that had been given 
out the week before. All those who 
wished to get college credit for their year’s 
work were obliged to pass examinations 
and to be judged, also, by their record of 
attendance. Only part of the class cared 
for this credit. As is shown in the 
examination paper printed in the Publish- 
ers’ Weekly of June 13th, the questions 
were of general character which en- 
deavored to draw out the students’ knowl- 
edge of the whole problem of bookselling 
rather than detailed facts that have been 
presented thru the various lectures.

Charles Scribner Honored by His University and Friends 


IFTY years ago, Charles Scribner 
graduated from Princeton Univer- 
sity, as his father had done thirty- 

five years before, and entered the publish- 
ing business. Four years later, on the 
death of his older brother, John Blair 
Scribner, he became 
the head of the busi- 
ness, which he has 
since directed with 
very great distinc- 
tion and cumulating 
success, During 
these years he has 
found time to give 
such continuous and 
valuable service to 
his university and 
also to the general 
interests of the 
publishing profession 
that both have many 
reasons to do him 
honor. 

At the commence- 
ment exercises at 
Princeton Univer- 
sity this week, Presi- 
dent Hibben, in hap- 
pily worded phrases, 
bestowed on Mr. 
Scribner the degree 
of Doctor of Letters 
in recognition of his service to the field of 
letters and to the university. 

DOCTOR OF LETTERS—Charles Scribner of 
the Class of 1875. The house of Scrib- 
ner, founded by Charles Scribner of the 
Class of 1840 and just entering its 
eightieth year, has been directed for now 
half a century by the second of his name 
until its expanding influence has spread 
wherever our language is read. Includ- 
ing in its purpose true literature, from the 
graver books of thought to enchanted 
tales, histories, poems and adventure, it 
has discovered young authors and given 
them readers, advanced the fame of older 
authors and not infrequently has acquired

and issued writings of rare timeliness and 
power. It stands today asa symbol for 
whatever is most courteous, honorable 
and fruitful of good in American en- 
deavor. In his half century since gradua- 
tion the head of the house has given 
every year to labor 
and love for Prince- 
ton. Intimate in her 
counsels, alert in 
stimulating her lit- 
erary life, old in 
wisdom and young 
in spirit, constant 
in helping her 
needs, his unobtru- 
sive, bright and 
kindly influence is 
part of all the best 
we have. 

Mr. Scribner's 
contributions to his 
university have been 
many, and not the 
least of these was 
the establishment of 
the Princeton Uni- 
versity Press. which 
has fully justified 
the hopes of its 
founder by the schol- 
arly distinction of its 
publications and the 
typographical excellence of its product. 

The story of the fifty years’ growth of the 
publishing organization of the House of 
Scribner is of outstanding significance and 
deserves to be recorded in detail; it provides 
one of the best possible examples of a fully 
developed general publishing business with 
successful educational and subscription de- 
partments, special departments for chil- 
dren’s books, religious books, music books, 
a retail store, two magazines and a printing 
plant. And all this has been accomplished 
while still finding time for friendly and 
cooperative contacts with his fellow pub- 
lishers is indicated by comment which this 
occasion has brought out.

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Obituary Notes 
VANCE THOMPSON 


VANCE THOMPSON, author, playwright 
and diplomat, died suddenly June 5th at 
Nice, France. Mr. Thompson was sixty- 
two years old, and was a graduate of 
Princeton, later going abroad to study. He 
lived most of his life abroad and was so 
closely allied with French life that he 
served as Director de Foyer with the 
French Army during the war. He was 
later attached to the American Embassy 
of Rome, and was known chiefly as a 
writer of mystery stories laid in an atmos- 
phere of Continental intrigue. However, 
he was the author of several successful 
plays and a book on dieting that had quite 
a vogue entitled “Eat and Grow Thin.” 
Among his books are “French Portraits,” 
1900; “Diplomatic Mysteries,” 1905; 
“The Ego Book,” 1914; “Woman,” 1917; 
“The Pointed Tower,” 1922; “The Green 
Ray,” 1923, and “Louisa,” 1924. 


ARTHUR CHRISTOPHER BENSON 


ARTHUR CHRISTOPHER BENSON, poet, 
biographer, essayist and Master of Magda- 
lene College, Oxford, died in London, 
June 16th. He was one of the three dis- 
tinguished sons of the late Archbishop of 
Canterbury, all of whom were men of 
letters. They were E. F. Benson, the 
novelist and the late Mgr. Hugh Benson. 
Mr. Benson was born sixty-three years ago 
and after a brilliant career at Eton and 
King’s College, Cambridge, where he took 


high honors, he became in 1885 Master at’ 


Eton, remaining there until he went to 
Cambridge in 1904. During his period at 
Eton he became one of its best loved 
Masters and numbered among his friends 
and students such figures as Rupert Brooke. 
From 1904 he remained a Fellow of Mag- 
dalene when in 1915 he became Master. 
He never married and was in many respects 
the typical English schoolmaster of literary 
predilections, urbane, witty and a racon- 
teur. He was as prolific as he was varied 
in his writings which included essays, 
biographies and poems, in many cases pub- 
lishing his books anonymously on the 
ground that then the book received a just 
valuation from the public. Perhaps his 
best known volumes were “The Upton 
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Letters” and “From a College Window” 
which established a new record for the sale 
of essays. He took a real interest in the 
problems of book distribution and gave a 
constructive address at the opening of the 
Cambridge Book Exhibit last year which 
was reprinted in the June 21, 1924, num- 
ber of the Publishers’ Weekly. Among his 
more important books were: “Memoirs of 
Arthur Hamilton,” 1886; “Poems,” 1893; 
“Fasti Etonenses” (a Biographical History 
of Eton College), 1899; “Life of Arch- 
bishop Benson,” 1899; “The Upton Let- 
ters,” 1905; “From a College Window,” 
1906; “Selections from the Correspondence 
of Queen Victoria” (edited with Viscount 
Esher), 1907; numerous volumes of es- 
says; various biographies in the English 
Men of Letters Series, and “(Memories and 
Friends,” 1924. :

There are first editions 
of Ainsworth, Dickens, Jefferies, Surtees, 
sporting books, books with colored plates, 
publications of the Kelmscott Press, original 
drawings by Thackeray, a choice collection 
of books on angling, works on ornithology, 
books once owned by Napoleon, association 
books, rare items of early English literature, 
French illustrated books of the eighteenth 
century, Americana and a select portion 
of the Schlesinger collection of musical 
manuscripts. 


RARE Americana, a first selection from 

a large and interesting collection, will 
be sold by Charles F. Heartman, at Me- 
tuchen, N. J., June 23. This portion in- 
cludes almanacs, books and pamphlets re- 
lating to the Revolutionary War, the North 
American Indians, California, New Eng- 
land, the Early West, the French and In- 
dian War, the Mexican War, and General 
Washington. Among the rarer items is 
John Nicholl’s “An Houre Glass of Indian 
Newes, or, A true and tragicall discourse, 
showing the most lamentable miseries and 
distressed calamities indured by 67 English- 
men, which were sent for a supply to the 
planting in Guiana in the years 1605,” 
small 4to, morocco by Bedford, London, 
1607. This extremely rare volume is prin- 
ted in black letter and is reported to be in 
remarkably fine crisp condition. A copy, 
apparently less desirable, sold in 1917 for 
$1,100. 


"TRIBUTE was paid to the “‘greatest 

Londoner, Charles Dickens,” on the 
fifty-fifth anniversary of his death, by the 
dedication of the house at 48 Doughty 
Street, where a host of immortal Dickens 
characters were born. Lord Birkenhead, in 
a speech opening the house in the name of — 
the Dickens Fellowship as a memorial tous 
the “greatest man who ever has written _ 
fiction about London,” delivered from the 
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balcony of the little house to a large 
crowd, among them many Americans, 
said that altho Dickens left a ‘condi- 
tion in his will that there be no monu- 
ment to his memory, he felt sure that 
Dickens did not mean such a memorial as 
this house. Dickens-wished to be remem- 
bered only by his books, he said, and the 
house would be a shrine to which lovers 
of Dickens in all parts of the world could 
come and pay homage to the man whose 
works had gained steadily in the public 
taste. 


PROFESSOR W. H. VANN of Baylor 
University, Bolton, Texas, has issued 
an annotated bibliography of the writings 
of James Howell (1503-1600) containing 
some fifty titles. His master work, “Epis- 
tola Ho Elianae” was first issued in 1645 
by Humphrey Mosley. A second edition 
appeared in 1647, a third in 1655, and so 
on until. 1907, when a fifteenth edition 
was brought out in this country by Hough- 
ton Mifflin Company, in a handsome lim- 
ited edition of four: volumes. Professor 
Vann takes as his text a passage from 
one of Thackeray’s “Roundabout Papers”: 
“Montaigne and Howell’s “Letters” are 
my bedside books. If I wake at night 
I have one or other to prattle me to sleep 
again. ‘They talk about themselves forever 
and do not weary me. I like to hear them 
tell their stories over and over again. I 
read them in the dozy hours and only 
half remember them. . . I love, I say, and 
scarcely ever tire of hearing, the artless 
prattle of these two dear old friends, the 
Perigourdin gentleman and the priggish 
little clerk of King Charles Council.” 


N the heart of New York’s real Bo- 

hemia, on the top floor of the Webster 
Library, Seventy-eighth Street and Avenue 
A, is a special library which has been de- 
scribed as possessing more points of interest 
than any other special library in New York. 
It represents not only all that books can 
bring, but it is also a monument to the 
patriotism of a people. The Czech li- 
brary, which the librarians at Webster 
have set themselves to catalog this summer, 
is the largest Czech collection outside of 
Czechoslovakia. It has a few volumes, 
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survivals of a Bohemia which existed before 


1620, when Austrian conquerors prohibited 
publications in the Czech tongue, burned 
every Czech book that they could lay their 
hands upon and sought to abolish the lan- 
guage by visiting drastic punishment upon 
those who spoke it. But these books which 
make up the Czech collection, 10,000 vol- 
umes and 5,000 titles, represent only about 
seventy-five years of the written language. 
It was not until 1848, when the European 
revolution brought some measure of free- 
dom, that it was possible for even the bold- 
est patriot to publish a paper in the Czech 
language.
